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T is not-fo much a Wondef to me, 
that Things have been now brought 
near to & Conclafion; as it has 

been a Wonder to me they did not come 
toa Conclefidn fooner ; we feem to tell 
one another there is aPeace making with 
France ; whether berwéen Great Brstain 
and France Separately, or not, I believe 
semains alfo no doubt. 

That there is a Peace made Exclu- 
fively of out Allies, I will never believe, 
tilt rhe matter of Fact appears; That 
there may be a Peace made for Britain 


and Her Allies alfo, if. shey pleafe to 


come in, I believe may appear; Tirffe 
will difcover thefe Things more evidem- 
ly ; mean time, what fay our Contend- 
ing Patties? I'll give you their Words 
as Impartially as is poffible, and then I'll 

tell you honeftly what I fay myfelf. 
One Party fays, we have clapc up a 
Private, Separate, Unfair Peace, have 
forfaken and abandon'd our Allies, have 
broken. the Confederacy, and all the 
Leagues, Treaties, and Alhances made 
for Defence of the Liberties of Burope, 
and the Proreftant Religion; That we 
have been Debauch’d by Facobise Prin- 
ciples, 
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[ 750 } dike 
That Her Majefty, Underftanding 


ciples, -are fallen into French Meafures, 
‘and that the Defign is to carry Things 
on, tothe Introduction’of Popery and 
‘the Pretender. . 

The othér fay, Thatthe Queen has 
been Abu(fed, that Her Majefty, willing 
to put an End to the ‘Effufion of Blood, 
and to quench the Flames of War, 
hearkened to the French Propofals for a 
Treaty, and brought the Confederates 
‘to meet by their Plenipotentiaries; but 
that the faid Confederates, far from ap- 
“plying themfelves ferioufly to the great 
Subject for which they met, viz. to heal 
whe Wounds of the Nations, and make 
up the greateft Breach that ever was 
yet made in the World, rurn’d all their 
Wits and Policy to Fruftrate, and ren- 


der Fruitlefs, the Good Defigns of Her 


Majefty : That the Plenipotentiaries, in- 
ftead of Negotiating, fell ro Intreiguing, 
and join’d together to Infule the Plenipo- 
tentiaries of France, and to Banter thofe 
of Britain ; rejecting all Conferences in 
order to a Peace, and prefcribing them 
to Anfwer in Writing, in order to {pin 
out the Treaty in length, that the War 
might intervene ; Thar all the Remon- 
ftrances of herMajefty and herMinifter's, 
and all her Majefty’s. Demands for ma- 
king good the Juft Proportions of the 
Wat, have been anfwer'd ‘with Tritling 
or Mocking, and that it has been evi- 
dens, the. Confederates have refolvea to 
make no Peace, but to force he: Maje 

fty, on pretence of the Grand Alliance, 
ro carry on the War to what length they 
pleafe, 
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the true Inrens and Mearing of the 
Grand Alliance to be, That the War 
fhould be carried on, till a Good Peace 
may be obraind; and knowing now, 
that the King of France is willing to 
Confent to fuch Terms as contain a 
Good Peace; and her Majefty having, 
in vain, attempted ir, and finding her 
good Intentions rejected in a very difo- 
bliging manner, thinks fhe has good 
Caufetodeclare herfelf di-fengag’d from 
any farther Obligation for the purfuit of 
the War, that fhe is now to fecure the 
Peace and Welfare of her own Domini- 
ons in the beft manner fhe can ; and tho” 
fhe be willing to obtain the beft Condi- 
tions poffible, for fuch of the Allies as 
pleafe to accept the fame, yet if they 
think fit to-ftand out any longer, fhe 
fhall think herfelf Unconcein’d in it, ha- 
ving us’d her Urmoft to bring them all 
to an Honourable Agreement, 

I chink I have fumm/d up the Affair 
with Impartiality ; Erepeat it again as 
above; this is what both Sides re- 
{pectively fay of the ‘prefent Affair, not 
what I fay myfelf. me 

As to.what I fay myfelf, it is in fhort, 
and with a Heart full of Concern and 
Anxiety for the Fate of Europe, which 
bodes much Trouble ; That if any one 
of thefe Things of either Side is true, it 
is very bad, and we thar are in low and 
neutral Stations, as to action, may blefs 
God we have no Hand in it one Way or 


-other.

Both Ways inits Turn —— But for the 


‘Peeler, T moft obferve that we have a 


rt of People among us, who are evé 
Day. damming and un-damming theDutch, 
fin Mattérs ot Politicks, and yet at the 
fame time are for giving us up, bound 


Hand and Foot to the Dutch in Matters 


of Trade, and this they do with the 
greareft Satisfaction imaginable, 

For my part, I am clear in this, that 
itis our Undifputed ‘Intereft to maintain 
a conftanr, fteady Union with the 
Dutch, andthe Civil Intereftof the two 
Nations, are, as Europe is now ftated, 
Infeparable ; for which Reafon, tho’ ac 
prefent there feems to be Diffar sfacti- 
ons, I hope they may be prevented from 
breaking out into any thing fatal to the 
Peace between them. 

But tho’ I am for fixing and Confoli- 
dating the Intereft of the rwo Nations, 
as far as may be, together, in Matters of 
State and Government, yer I am for 
keeping up: the Separate Intereft of 
Frade to the height ; many Things I 
would yield to the Dutch relating t6 


\uota’s, Deficiencies, Proportions, and 
the dike; but not anInch in Trade: 
Trade is the Life of both Nations, 
and they live Separately, however they 
may act Jointly; if there bé a Burthert 
to be born, we may fet our- Shoulders 
to it together ; if an Enemy to be kept 
our, Refft him together ; if Navigation 
be Interrupted, {cour the Seas together ; 
this is to ay hess fupport one another, 
and mutual Defence, cultivates mutual. 
Affection; nor can any Man that knows 
and values the true Intereft of Britain, 
or of the Proteftant Religion, defire to 
make a Breach between the Dutch and 
Us: But in Matters of Trade, the Cafe 
is quite otherwife; Matters of SaferyCon- 
cern them together, but Trade is the 
Nourifhment of the Body : TwoFriends 
may Unite Interefts, and Hopes, and 
AG in joint purfuit of Happinefs, with 
an Infeparable Concern for, and appli- 
cation to the Good of one another ;- Eee 
they cannot Eat and Drink for one ano- 
ther, their Food muft Nourifh them a- 
part, and tho’ they will Communicate 
their Cares and Enjoyments, their Hopes 
and fears, their Griefs and Joys, yet 
they cannor Communicate their Blood 
and Spirits ; thus were our Confederacy 
and Onenefs of Intereft with the Dutch, 
ten fold firmer than it is, and if thar be 
potlible, may itbe fo ; yet we need not 
put our Trade into theic Hands, nay, 
we muft not, we cannot, without lay- 
inga Foundation for the Ruin of that 
Friendfhip, in Ruining that. which qua- 

lifiesus to betheir Friends, 
To give them. help, to act in Con- 
junction, to League with them Offen- 
lively 


fively and Defenfively, againft all the 
World ; this I am for without referve, 
except for Property and Right; bur to 
give them our Trade, this is Commu- 
nicatingBlood and Spirits ; this is killing 
ourfelves to keep them alive, ftarving 
our Poorto feed their Poor ;_ this I can 
‘by no means agree tobe wifely or right- 
ly done, and therefore it is that I blame 
thofe People, whio, for what End Iknow 
nos, ae are always rejoycing when they 
~ fee {uch Taxes laid, as will help to 
tranfpofe our Trade into the Hands of 
‘the Dutch : I fhall Enumerate a few 
Articles, in which this has been evident, 
fome of which are now depending ; and 
for that Reafon, I {peak that our Re- 
prefentatives may fee wherein the clog- 
ging of Trade too much, may help the 
Dutch and hurt ourfelves ; and this J do 
now, becaufe it is not too late to help ir, 
the Beauty of all Animadverfion lying 
-in the Seafonablenefs of it.

ny may fuffer, or the Trade, | 
ifcouragement, is fo much Advar 
given to the Dutch, andin which T:
